Letters from women were printed telling of 


their accomplishments in Home Demonstration work. Of the 60 Special Editions - 


in county newspapers, West Virginia reported 17, Maryland 14, Vermont 10, | 
Massachusetts 9, Pennsylvania 4 and Maine, New Hampshire and New York 2 each. 


New Jersey handled their National Home Demonstration Week publicity 
from the State Extension Office by sending publicity releases to all-189 
papers in the State with three fill-in stories, plus two pages of fillers 
sent home agents. Five broadcast briefs were sent to radio farm directors 
and to surrounding metropolitan radio stations. oo 


Editorials were especially impressive. This is taken from a long 
editorial in the Newport, Vermont, "Daily Express": ", , . wy Rae 
county there are 28 Home Demonstration groups with nearly 700 members. No 
one can tell us that this number of women in the county, meeting often in 
community groups, does not improve their individual morale, make: their 
social life more enjoyable, add to the community life and leave a mark
